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1970 Honor Graduates at Ezel High School

May 14—Federal Judge Mac 
| Swinford dismissed a civil suit 
| brought against UK President 
| Otis Singletary and Gov. Louie 
I B. Nunn for using State Police 
and National Guard to halt 
jampus demonstrations at the 
I University recently. 

The federal judge held that 
both the "overnor and the pres 
ident “acted properly and well 
within the law" in their actions 
to put a stop to student violen¬ 
ce. 

Events of the week created 
“an atmosphere out of which 
violence arose" and “we do not 
know how much more violence 
might have developed if steps 
had not been taken.” 

The UK president and Nunn 
had been sued by a faculty 
segment — the American As 
sociation of University Proffes- 
sors—and others in an action 
asking an injunction against 
use of armed troops on tin- 
cam pus. 

Troopers and guardsmen were 
called in after several days of 
student unrest culminating in 
the burning of the old Air Force j 
ROTC building and a raucous J 
confrontation outside a board 


Gov. Nunn, the judge said that 
the state's chief executive "act¬ 
ed upon information in good 
faith" aid had the legal auth¬ 
ority to call out the National 
Guard. 

He pointed out that the Con¬ 
stitution “does not guarantee 
freedom of assembly to invade 
the rights of other people.” 

Judge Swinlird warned that 
the “break down of law leads 
to dictatorship because the peo¬ 
ple will not tolerate disorder." 

In conclusion, Judge Swinford 
marie a plea for tolerence of 
dissent and respect for the 
rights of others as he noted that 
“many of us arc so concerned 
with our own rights that we 
overlook the rights of other 
people.” 


So far during the May term 
of Morgan circuit cour., which 
was convened Monday, there 
has been only one jury trial— 
that of Bobby Gunnell, one 
of two youth arresiied for 
storehouse breaking in con¬ 
nection with robbery of the 
Dollar General Store ir. West 
Liberty last November. 

The jury received the case 
just before noon Wednesday 
and after two hours of de¬ 
liberation reported it could 
| not agree on a verdict. Judge 
W. Major Gardner asked the 
jury to deliberate further and 
sent them back into the jury 
room. 

The ease finally resulted 
in a hung jury. The jurors 
returned to the courtroom 
about 3 p.m. and reported 
they again were unable to 
agree and Judge Gardner re¬ 
leased the jury. 

Other defendant in the rob¬ 
bery is Robert Barker who; 
did not ask for a jury trial. 

2 INDICTMENTS 

The grand jury had re¬ 
turned only two indictments | 
till Wednesday noon. One of 
them charged murder against 
Samuel D. Owens in connec¬ 
tion with the killing of Ben 
Adkins near the Adkins home ! 
at Gordon Ford last winter. 

Adkins is at West Liberty! 
under bond. He is to appear 
in court Monday at 10 a.m. 
for arraignment, and his case 
will be set for trial probably 
at the next term, court at¬ 
taches said.

Announcement of 
the decision was made in a 
telegram to the N^ws-Outlook 
by representative Carl D. 
Perkins, in whose district the 
i eservoir is located. 

Calvin Schneider, Gateway 
Area District Development 
Director, Caswell P. Lane, 
Montgomery County Judge 
and Chairman of the GADD 
and Mayor William K. Lane 
of Morehead were in Wash¬ 
ington where Judge have testi¬ 
fied before the committee of 
the need for the increase in 
funds now for the use in 
aeveloping the area before the 
reservoir was filled. 

Rep. John C. Watts and 
Rep. William H. Natcher, aj 
member of the approbations I 
group also appeared before 
the House group on April 15 
to ask for an increase ; n funds 
for the Forest Service to 
carry out the recreation de¬ 
velopment work. 

The president’s budget for 


fiscal year 1971 had sought 
only $100,000 for work. The 
Kentucky Congressman sought 
additional funds to permit in¬ 
stallation of facilities that 
must be in place before the 
reservoir is filled in Decem¬ 
ber 1972. 

The additional funds ap¬ 
proved by the Appropriations 
Committee will provide one 
6-lane boat launch ramp, 3 
fish piers, 2610 lineal feet of 
beach, underlines for water 
and sewage facilities designed 
for the 10 major recreational 
sites and related facilities.

After all other recovery 
methods had failed to recover 
the lost drill bit, Richard 
Drake of Joliet, Ill., brought 
in a portable rotary drilling 
rig Tuesday from Glasgow, Ky. 
and is now in the process of 
drilling past the lost tools in 
well No. 2 on the Nickell 
lease near Adele. 

The drill bit was lost at 
the bottom of the coniferous 
at 2,004 feet four weeks ago. 
Since then Drake has used 
tour types of recovery tools, 
also two drums of acid to 
loosen the lost drill stem, but 
all without success. 

Drake has hit two oil pays 
in the well, the last in the 
corniferous, and observers 
think the well will be a good 
paying one if it can be finish¬ 
ed. Workers had to bail out 
400 feet of oil from the hole 
before they could put in the 
acid two weeks ago. 

The rotary bit is attached 
to two-inch casing and lower¬ 
ed into the hole from the 
cable-tool rig’s tower. Drill¬ 
ing past the lost bit should

Returned Hero Says Cambodia 
Operation May Be Turning Point 

Speaker Predicts 
Cambodia Will Be 
Biggest Victory 


was presenting a better under¬ 
standing of what our hoys are 
doing in Vietnam. 

He showed rolored pictures to 
illustrate Vietnamese people 
and their living conditions, also 
pictures of America's fighting 
forces operating in the Delta 
and in jungles in South Viet¬ 
nam, and explained the various 
types of weapons used by Am¬ 
erican troops and the Air Force. 

Pertinent comments about the 
recent Cambodian offensive 
came in a question and answer 
period. 

Asked if the casualty figure^ 
given to newspapers are accur¬ 
ate, Capt. Crosby said. "Yes. 
they are very accurate, and 
there can be no doubt at all of 
American casualty figures. And 
the majority of the enemy ca> 
ualtv figures are by body count 
About the only possibility of a 
mistake is where two divisions 
ere operating in the same area 
and they might overlap on their 
counting.’’ 

“The big difference in cas¬ 
ualties is due to our prepondcr- 
rce of fire power," he explain¬ 
ed. 

Asked what the soldiers over 
there think of the happenings 
al home, like protests, etc., 
Capt. Crosby said, "Mostly, the 
happenings don’t change a sol¬ 
dier's mind. Everyone who has 
been there (in Vietnam* thinks 
what we arc doing is helpful. I 
don't think we should have been 
there, but I think we've helped 
a lot." 

Asked if the enemy is getting 
weaker, and if so how do they 
keep sending so many men 
against our forces, Capt. Crosby 
replied “North Vietnam has 
about 25 million people and 
they started building an army 
in 1954 But now a lot of the 
soldiers we capture arc 13 and 


14 years old. This could be the 
turning point. Certainly, they 
cannot mount another Tet of¬ 
fensive, hut they can carry on 
guerrilla type war for a long 
time ” 

lie said the South Vietnamese 
definitely are getting stronger. 
* After just five months with 
them one can hardly believe 
how much better they are. The 
soldiers are mostly illiterate, 
hut if they have good leaders, 
they are good soldiers.” He 
predicted that by the middle ot' 
1972 “we can turn over all com¬ 
bat operations to the South 
Vietnamese." 

Only ominous note was when 
a Kiwanian raised the possibil¬ 
ity of China retaliating for our 
drive into Camhodia. Capt. 
Crosby said he thought “we 
will have to confront China 
sometime, anyway. They are 
developing atomic warheads-— 
and it might he host to confront 
them now." 

As regards the My Lei mas¬ 
sacre of civilians. Capt. (Yoshy 
said. “Of course, there's no 
excuse, hut civilians get killed 
iu all wars. People vvateh the 
news, and the media play up 
the unusual. Most of what they 
srv is true, hut they don't re¬ 
port all. We've done a lot of 
good for fhe South Vietnamese, 
like building schools and roads 
and providing medical help for 
the civilians—and we've made 
friends b\ doing it."

Capt. Lamar C. Crosby, an 
Army-decorated hero of the 
Vietnam Conflict, was guest 
speaker at last week's dinner 
meeting of the West Liberty 
Kiwanis Club, and predicted 

♦ hat America's latest offensive 
into Cambodia, “if it works, 
will be the biggest victory of 

♦ he war." 

And Capt. Crosby said he 
felt the Cambodian operation 
will be successful and "will give 
America five or six months 
more time to train the South 
Vietnamese soldiers so they can 
carry on the fight." 

"If Cambodia falls to the Viet 
Cong, all of Indo-China will 
fall," he said, and added, “If 
Cambodia falls. South Vietnam 
will be surrounded on three 
sides, but if the American op 
oration works, it will disorgan¬ 
ize the whole Viet Cong system 
ot operational bases against our 
forces, and will give us five or 
six months time to complete the 
Vietnamization program." 

Capt. Crosby is a graduate of 
Officers Candidate School at 
Ft. Bcnning, and went to Viet 
nam after attending Jungle 
Warfare School in Panama Can¬ 
al Zone. He served as platoon 
leader with the First Infantry 
Division, received the Silver 
Star and Bronze Star with Oak 
Leaf Clusters and “V" device 
for valor, also the Purple Heart 
and Combat Infantryman Badge 
Presently, he is serving as pub¬ 
lic relations officer in the Ar¬ 
my. He relumed from Vietnam 
last December. 

Capt. Crosby said he was not 
an official spokesman for the 
administration but explained he

s Arouse Over-Exaggeration of Feelings 
1 urn the Blasted Thing Off 


Campaign in Cambodia and campus violence 
—they created two hectic weeks in May. 
Weeks in which the extremist flanks to right 
and left over-expressed their feelings — and 
even the great middle segment of America 
reacted with very definite opinions, even some 
with doubts about the stability of the repub¬ 
lic. 

Sensing an impending over-exaggeration of 
feelings this paper a few days after American 
troops moved into Cambodia and the day after 
the tragic killings on the Kent campus, coun¬ 
seled calmness in crisis and urged support of 
the nation's foreign policy and the ever-proper 
spirit of respect for constituted authority. 

The sense of crisis has ebbed somewhat. But 
even so, many are deeply distressed that even 
a crisis should bring such outpourings of 
divisive sentiment in our land. 

But crisis there was, and distressing doubts 
still linger. 

Over-reactions are dangerous, come they 
from the left or from the right. Seems some¬ 
times the campus protesters and the anti-war 
protesters are so persuaded of their rightness 
that they feel freed of constraint, indicating 
they have no faith in regular democratic pro¬ 
cesses. And this is dangerous, for they have 
all too often let hard-core organizers frenzy 
them into violence and burning. And this 
cannot be condoned in organized societies. 

Perhaps overlooked by many of us is the 
fact that (he protesters are a very small min¬ 
ority—especially on the campuses they equal 
no more than 1% to 4% of the students. But 
it is disturbing that this small flank has suc¬ 
ceeded in closing many campuses and thus is 
denying the great majority of their education¬ 
al opportunities. It is to the credit of Gov. 
Nunn and President Singletary that they took 
prompt action, stern enough to keep the Uni 


versitv of Kentuegy from closing, thus allow 
ing the other 99% of UK students to take 
semester exams on schedule, though com¬ 
mencement exercises were cancelled. 

Students who take part in violent protests, 
all agree, should be expelled from campuses, 
and quickly so they will not disturb academic 
studies. 

We still do not think over-exaggerated feel¬ 
ings will press the great middle segment to¬ 
ward a fateful choice between mob rule and 
repression. Because the majority always will 
choose repression over anarchy. 

The problem is for the great middle seg¬ 
ment of Americans to increase their efforts at 
cooling the over-aggressive flanks and to abide 
by democratic processes, remembering that 
this government is the best ever devised by 
man. governed not by autocrats or mobs but 
by laws enacted by legislators elected by the 
people and kept in line with the Constitution 
by a learned and devoted judiciary. 

And we might counsel ourselves that there 
is a certain irrationality abroad in the land, but 
that it is a small minority. They must be con¬ 
vinced or constrained, certainly, but anarchy 
is not so near as it sometimes seems. 

As the Wall Street Journal pointed out 
Friday. “It is one of the agonies of our times 
that when newspapers outgrew sensational 
successes, another media came along, and too 
many of us are dominated by a medium (tel¬ 
evision' that no one has learned to use with¬ 
out sensationalism.” 

“Our advice is this said the Journal — 
“When you feel the emotions rise from riots 
and burnings on television, turn the blasted 
thing off; go out in the fresh air and take a 
walk around the block or around the farm. 
You will make a comforting discovery that 
you are not personally threatened at all.”
